The Ninth Circuit Library System serves the information needs of circuit, district, bankruptcy and magidtrate judges, as
well as other court units.

The Headquarters Library, located on the first floor of the US Court of Appedals at 95 Seventh Street in San
Francisco, is open to the public Monday-Friday 9:00 am. to 5:00 p.m. and from 8:00 am. to 5:00 p.m. during court
